hig^i, and weighs exictly 6,000 pounds. 
Tlie distance from corner to corner at the 
baae ia 22 feet; at the top, under the bns- 
krt, only 1 foot, 8 inohea, Tne basket is 
7$4 'eet high, and is 6 feet across. Com- 
mencing at the top, the first section is 6 
feet long; the second section, 8 feet long; 
third section, 10 feet, and each of the re- 
maiuirg 8 sections to the ground is 12 
feet long The towers rest upon solid 
brick foundations 5 feet deep, and each 
coiner is secu-ely tfastened to three iron 
rods that run up through the brick from 
the bottom of the foundation to the Bar- 
face, The rods are also firmly braced by 
heavy iron plates above and below. The 
main supports ot the towers—ths corner 
uprights ot the double cross pattern-are 
made of the finest Bessemer steel, the 
braces of wrought iron, and the jointo 
are tied and screwed firmly together 
with malleable iron castings. At the top 
cif each tower will ba adjusted five elec- 
tric lamps, and the carbons will ba re- 
newed each day by the party engaged to 
climb to the top eECh day by means of 
the little steps indicated at the left of the 
picture. 


The towers were built by the Star Iron 


Tower Company, of Ft. Wayne, Indiana. 
They are the O'Bierne patent, and are in 
nss in no less than thirty cities through- 
out the country, al! having been put up 
since 1880 In Detroit the city is lighted 
entirely by the tower system, 94 being in 
use, and the expense per anntim is 8110,- 
000 


M'r, W. H. O'Bierne, superintendent of 


construction for the Star Iron Tower 
Company, now in the city directing the 
work, is a young man who thoroughly 
understands his business. He thinks the 
new light will be ready by tnis day a 
week, and says that there is no question 
but that Deoatnr will be one of the best 
lighted cities in the west, 


The steam power for generating the 


electricity will be supplied at the water 
works, south of the city. The Jenney 
Company has s fine engine in position, 
and will place on firm foundations two 
dynamos cf 30 light power each 
Deoa- 


tur will start with 50 lights, 40 of which 
are to be used on the eight towers, and 
10 to be need tor the low, or mast arm 
lights, placed at the intersection of shad- 
ed streets where sufficient illumination 
from the towers may not penetrate. 


We notice that Superintendent Mc- 


Donald, of the Jenney Electric Light 
Company, has lately been at New Or- 
leans, where he has been adding to the 
plant in that city. New Orleans has 528 
pole lights at street corners, and 40 tow- 
ers of five lamps each, back of the town. 
The apparatus of the company there is 
the most extensive in the world; it con- 
sists ot twenty engines, each 100 horse 
power, and 40 dynamos of thirty hgh's 
each. In the business portions of New

I would send them by 
force of law out of the country if I 
could." The Senator says the Chi- 
nese have no sympathizers, that they 
are not and never intend to become 
American citizens; they are con- 
tracted for as slaves, work as slaves, 
and for slaves' wages, and that the 
tendency i* to bring white American 
laborers down to a level with them. 
He believes the abrogation of onr 
treaty with China would be a good 
thing; that onr commercial relations 
with the Celestial Empire amount to 
little, and that if the treaty was 
abolished thp damage would not 
amount to one-fourth as much as tbe 
paupers of that country are inflict- 
ing on us.

.Mr. Van Wyok's bill to confirm entries of

published, to promote the political and 
commercial prosperity of the American na- 
tions, anil It was appropriately referred. 
Mr Morgan offered the following preamble 
ftncj resolutions, which, at his request, were 
ordered printed and laid on the table lor 
the present:

offense In the conduct of his office which la

WHEBBAS, The Attorney-General, If he has 
In tact wilfully c > nmltted any offense that 
Is In violation of uli official duty and Is snb- 
verslve of the fundo uental principles of the 
Government of thu United states, IB only 
nmenable to the condemnation of tbe Sen- 
ate when the Senate IB sitting with the Chief 
Justice of the United States as a court ot 
Impeachment to hear and decide upon ar- 
ticles of Impeachment presented Dy the 
House of Representatives; and, 


WHBKBAS, It la alleged that tbe Senate haa 
no rightful authority to cause the Attorney- 
General of the United States to be arrested, 
tried and punished for a contempt of Its an - 
thorlty and dimity, If the Senate shall de • 
clare that auoh contempt has been commit- 
ted by him upon the facts stated and the 
averments made In laid resolution and In 
the rsport which (accompanies the same; 
and, 


WHKBBAS, The Senate wonld be exposed 
to Juat censure If they, In tbe manner rec- 
ommended by the committee on the judi- 
ciary, proceed to announce their judgment 
of condemnation against the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States upon an accusation 
that Includes an offense which Is punishable 
oy Impeachment, and the Senate would also 
be expose to lust censure If It should at- 
tempt to declare the Attorney-General to 
be In contempt of Ita authority, and to pass 
judgment ol condemnation against him foi

^ftor the reading ot Mr. Morgan's resolu- 
tions, on motion of Mr. Hoar, the Senate 
took up tor consideration the bill approprl* 
atlnpr HBO.OOO for the erection of a monu- 
ment In Washington in memory of General 
Grant. 
Mr. Plumb thought no such monument 
was necessary, as General Grant's fame did 
not depend on monuments. The feeling for 
both Grant and Lincoln was more lasting 
than any monument could witness. A mon- 
ument would be Idle as a testimonial of 
tbe Nation's love and regard for Grant. 
After debate, during which the present 
Lincoln monument was severely criticised, 
the Grant bill was passed. 
The Senate then went to the calendar and 
postponed until a later day the bill propos- 
ing a woman's 
suffrage 
constitutional 
amendment. 
Consideration of the Educational bill was 
then resumed, and Mr. Gray spoke in op- 
edition to the bill. There was no precedent, 
r. Gray said, properly so-called for a bill 
of this character. Education In the States 
was not only wholly outside of the Jurisdic- 
tion ot the United States Government, but 
exclusively in that of the several Stntes. Mr.

WITHIK THE CAPITOL 


SOME OF THK INTERESTING CHAH- 


- ACTERS THERE. 


Th« Little Old F»neh TVom»» — Th» 


Card' Wrltei^-The I,«dle»' Hooeptlon 
Boom—The Bmk of the Home of U«p- 
reientatlves—Sncesnt-at-ArmsLecdom.

WABHIKOION, Feb. 20.—Borne ot the most 


interesting scenes about congress do not get 
into tho newspapers. ' The Capitol is a little 
city in itself, and its four floors cover nearly 
twelve acre? of space, every inch of which 
just now booms with the life of a hot con- 
gressional session. In this citv the streets 
cross and recross each other. They wind in 
and out through dark passages, until, with- 
out ft gu de, tbe stranger becomes bewil- 
dered and lost. The pDpulation of this city 
is made up of the busiest, wittiest and 
brainiest men from all parts of the United 
States. 
It has its aristocrats and its 


plebeians, its millionaires and its paupers, 
it* masters and servants. It contains citi- 
zens of both sexes. It abounds in queer 
characters and its population is as cosmo- 
politan as that of Paris. In it a constant 
buying and selling is going on, and the arti- 
cles of merchandise range ns h gh as the 
price of the vote of a congressman or sei 
cor, and fall as low as that of a big red 
upple. 


All that the public knows of this mighty 


beehive city is that which goes on in tne 
chambers of the house and senate and in tbe 
parlors of the supreme court. It enters only 
the places where the leading men of tbe 
Capitol City pose for the outside world, and 
and where the god of buncombe is all su- 
preme. In these letters I 'propose t'i give 
you a wider view of congressional life, to 
take yon into the nntrodilen paths of this 
great town, and point out to you the many 
tilings that are unwritten and unknown. 


The main boulevard of the Capitol City Is 


the lower passage which runs from the sen- 
ate at one end* of tbe building to the front 
door of the bouse at the other. It is a grand, 
vaulted, arcaded street twenty feet wide, 
paved wish gayly coloied tiles, and during 
the session filled with a jostling, hurry- 
ing throng of sightseers, statesmen, mes- 
sengers, lobbyists aud peorle "f all classes 
conditions, ages and i-exes. Booths of dif- 
ferent kinds are kept in 1 he recesses which 
jut off from its side, and ns it nears the 
house door it is walled with telegraph of- 
fices, coble offices and cip;ar stands. 


Leaving the senate it goes past tbe su- 


preme court ami its gray-headed colored 
doorkeeper, on through tbe rotunda under 
the great dome, by the little French woman 
into btatuary hall, nnd on between the new 
statues of Kobert Fultcn and Jamos A. Car- 
Reid into the corridor leading straight to 
the bouse door.

deeply sunken. Little iron gray curls hang 
down upon her forehead out of the big 
broiwl-brimmed hat whichsbe always wears. 
She has on a cream-colored necktie, and her 
shoulders are covered with a curious little 
cape of bright red plaid, fringed at the 
shoulders. She talks with a foreign accent, 
nnd bustles around as busily as though she 
were in charge of the whole building. 
Bvery day she pays a five minutes' visit to 
the ladies' galleries of the house and senate. 
She knows most of the prominent men in 
public life, and the statesmen speak to ber 
as they pass by. She sells photographs of 
public men, pictures of Washington, models 
of the Washington monument and little im- 
ages made of canceled greenbacks ground up 
into pulp, so that you may get a paper 
weight made up of money that was one? 
worth $,\ 000. She makes a good living by it, 
too, and I am told that she owns a row of 
houses here at the capital, and has given ber 
children a fine education. 


Just beyond this cigar stand yon come to 


the lobbies of the house, and here are found 
some of the liveliest scenes of the Capitol. 
The wide boulevard branches off at this 
point m two directions, like the head of a 
" f," and runs all around the house cham- 
ber. 
The grand entrance door has always a 


great crowd surrounding it 
Two door- 


keepers are kept busy guarding it, and 
carrying cards into the members. The card 
writing is done by a frowsy-headed little 
fellow at a desk to the left of tho entrance. 


He looks much like Congressman Wellborn, 
of Texas, and his head is shaped somewhat 
like that of Stephen A. Douglas. He is re- 
lated to neither, however, and is noted for 
nothing bat being a good penman. Wellborn 
was very angry the other day at being 
taken for lum, but, in the final round-up, 
the card writer may come oft as well as 
Wellborn.

None but congressmen are permitted to 


enter the house during a session, but mem- 
bers can be called out by means of cards, 
and this scene at the door of the house is oue 
worth waicbinj. 
Office seekers are button- 


holing members, and Isce one li tie telloiv 
wonyfnc Governor Curtm.

tohnv sympathetically, nml, a1- rho office 
teeter tui us to go, I lieai the ukl man say;

My life k made a torture by them." Beyond 
Curtin. a little page rushes through with a 
message, and back of him Charley Sherrill, 
• lobbyist, who, it is said, has a salary of 
$10 000 a year, stands beside a poor cotton 
claimant who says he lost »500,000 In cotton 
by the Union army, and whose appearanoe 
shows that he has not now enough to buy a 
decent overcoat. 
In another part of the 


crowd I see Congressman Scott with a cigar 
in his hand, talking to a constituent, and on 
to the right is a wild-eyed stranger with a 
cane, who Is trying to attract some one's at- 
tention in the crowd further down the cor- 
ridor. 


You see few ladies at this door of the 


house, but congressmen will tell you that 
the Jodie* of the lobby are the greatest bore 
of their lives. By this 1 do not mean lady 
lobbyists. There are few purely business 
lobbyists amon ? the ladies of the Capitol, 
and the character abounds more in fiction 
than in reality. But there are scores of 
women with claims, women office seekers 
and adventures-LM of different kinds that 
come to the Capitol; and the rooms reserved 
for their reception are always full while 


congress is in session. The ladles' reception 
room of the house is opposite the north door. 
It is a long roonvwith great white marble 
corinthian columns running through its 
center, and wjth a number of red cushioned 
leather chairs and sofas around its walls. As 
I passed through it to-day it contained forty 
ladies, some sitting and waiting and others 
engaged in talking to cougressme i. Repre- 
sentative Springer 
was engaged 
with 


two ladies 
by 
one 
pillar, and I no- 


ticed a very pretty woman talking to 
Silver Dollar Warner in another part of the 
room. The ladies come to this room and 
give their cards to a man at the desk with- 
in it. He sends the cards in to their re- 
spective members by a page, and the mem- 
bers are expected to come out and see their 
callers. Sometimes they come and some- 
tlme-i they don't, and some members in- 
struct the boys to go out and tell the ladies 
that they are not in. A moment lator the 
lady in question goes to the gallery and sees 
ber member in his seat. Sbe then come* 
down with fire in ber eye and charges th* 
boy with lying. The majority of the women 
eallei s are ofBcs seekers. 
Some of them are 


gay society women, some are tho wives of 
members, and not a few are widows in 
black who come to talk about their pen- 
sions. Several hundred lady callers send in 
cards every day, and it is not an uncommon 
thing to see a kind hearted congressman 
give money here to needy women whom he 
cannot furnish with offices. 


Just, opposite this reception room, away 


around at the other side of tbe Capitol, is 
the sergeant-at-ann*' office, or the bank cf 
the house of representatives. It is here thit 


the members are paid, and here many o!
